The tell-tale result of the voting in the New 
Ham pshire prim aries m ar be deeper than the 
victories of Gen. Eisenhower and Sen. Kefauver. 
These victories were gained at the expense of 
the two men in the United States who most near­ 
ly symbolize the Democratic and Republican 
parties Tt looks as if \> w Hampshire electors 
wanted new faces. 
President T rum an’* defeat by Sen. Kefauver 
was a total upset. No one had dream ed Ke­ 
fauver had even an outside chance, not even 
Kefauver. 
Sen. T aft’* failure to win a single delegate, 
while trailing Gen. Eisenhower in the preferen­ 
tial vote. was less of an upset than a personal 
disappointment. At one tim e. the senator wa* to 
uncertain of his chances in New Hampshire that 
he was not sure he would enter the prim ary at 
•ll. 
Reassured by his advisers, he filed, then went 
in work with all his might to make the N'st 
showing he could make. At the end of a cam ­ 
paign bi which he had toured the state intensive­ 
ly, he estim ated he had a chance to get at least 
four delegates, and to edge Gen. Eisenhower in 
his personal disappointment. 
Unlike Mr. Trum an, who can dictate his own 
presidential nomination if he chooses to do »o, 
Sen.

Newspapers 
in 
their constant 
battle 
against unwarranted sup­ 
pression of news have no quarrel 
with omitting news that jeopar­ 
dizes the nation’s security or the 
life of a single servicem an or ci­ 
vilian. 
They dem onstrated that during 
World War II by their careful 
adherence to a code of voluntary 
censorship. 
It is when “security” is invoked 
to cover 
up 
something 
that ap­ 
pears to have no connection with 
security that friction arises. 
Here is an actual example of 
how m ilitary and newspaper think­ 
ing can conflict: 
Suppose you are a sports fan 
and you turn to the baseball stand­ 
ings. You see this list: 
New York . . 
Chicago . . . 
Another Team . • • 
Philadelphia . . . 
You might be inclined to wonder 
who “ another team " is. 
Yet that was the situation con­ 
fronting the sports editor of the 
Beloit, Wis , Daily News. 
He reported the 10th Air Fore* 
Radar Station had decided to en­ 
ter a team in the Central Wiscon­ 
sin Baseball League, whereupon 
the commanding officer demanded 
that his nine be known simply as 
“ another team ." 
The officer's idea, no doubt, wa* 
to conceal knowledge that the ra­ 
dar station existed. The newspa­ 
p er’s position was that this hardly 
could be concealed because the 
station's antenna was easily vis­ 
ible to anybody in the area. 
The Navy conceded recently that 
“ too often newspapers are met 
with evasiveness, double-talk or 
outright refusal to cooperate." 
It sent a public relations news­ 
letter to responsible officers re­ 
minding them that “the Navy be­ 
longs to the public” and urged 
them to give whenever possible 
“ frank, honest answers to ques­ 
tions from newspapers and wire 
services.”

The 
two have said they will marry 
when they return to New York, j 
Butter Prices 
Continue Drop 


Chickens, Cabbage, 
Celery Also Down,

Butter prices fell a little more 
this week, and many retail stores 
marked down fryer and broiler 
chickens, new cabbage and 'celelY* 
Those appeared to be about 
only food price changes that were 
widespread. Only items showing a 
general upward tendency were a. 
few fresh vegetables in somewhat 
tighter supply, particularly cucum­ 
bers 
eggplant, old crop onions, 
peppers, 
eastern 
potatoes 
and 
sweet potatoes. 
Butter was off I to 7 cents com 
pared with last week at the re 
tail level, with wholesale prices 
still unsettled. 
Butter production was up sorn 
what, dealers said, but consumer 
price resistance continued to 
the main factor behind the reduc- 
tions.

Frving chickens were down 2 to 
as much as 7 cents a pound in 
many places and were being pro­ 
moted as shopping specials in sev­ 
eral cities with heavy supplies. 
Sirloin and Porterhouse steaks,

.ive cuts of beef, were trimmed 
several cents a pound in some 
markets but otherwise meat* and
